T his 1s the ſeede which burſt the Serpents hekd, and deli- 
uered ys from the mortall ſhing thereof. This 1s the ſoue- 
raigne head of the Church , without which the body thereof 
can haue no forme. Hetakes particular care thereof,and cau- 
ſeth his preſence to be there felt with efficacie: And in the 
middeſt thereof will be jnuocated,ſerued, honoured and g1ori- 
fied, The ſtate whereof is to be deduted in this diſcourſe. 
Soſconcas Chriſt the true annoimted of God was borne 
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and manifeſted in the world , Herod ſtirred great perſecution. 


'Theoccalton thereof was by che wife men which came from 


che Eaſt, which brought newes of the Adefſizs to them of /e- 
ru/alem. He cauſed a!l the children in the coaſts of Berthelerms to 
be {laine, which were two yearesold and vnder. 

This Herod who obtained of Anguites thetitleand d19- 
nitic of King in /udea, was the fonne of Antipater the Idumeen, 


fonne of another Herod which wasa Secretary inthe Temple 


of e-Lpollo, inthe Towne of zAjcalon. Philo the Tewe rehear- 
ſeth, that inthe 13. yeareof his kingdome, he killed the or- 
dinaric Iudzes of the houſe of Daxza, and ſubſtituted others in 
their places, Hee was broughr into ſuch.a rage , that hee 
made {ley his owne ſonne, which he had of a wife of the line of 
Tuds. Hacrobrnsreciteth, that when eAugnftu: heard it re= 


hearſed hee ſaid. It rverc better ro be Herods Swine then his 


Donne. 
His execrable deedsremained notlong vnpuniſhed, and 
it is profitable we ſhould knowe the iſlue worthie of ſuch a 


Tyrant. /o/ephns 10 the 8. booke of Antiqg.Chap.17.deſcribeth 


it thus. The kings maladie encreaſed , and God ſhewed openly 
that he would puniſh his impieric. For he was burned with a 
ſlowe hear, yet without, none could perceive it,only he felr ic 
within,becauſe it grated & waſted his entralles. He was ſo hun- 
gry that he tooke no lciſure to chawe his meate, but deuoured 
all that centred into his mouth: and ſo {ti1l fome muſt caſt meat 
into his mouth. His entralls were wounded and vicerated,and 
he was tormented withcollicke paſſions, His feete were ſwel- 
led with flegmaticke humours , through which.you might ſee 
the day. His ſhamefaſte parts were rotted and full of wormes : 
his breath was ſtinking that none durſt approach vnto him, 
Andin the 21. Chap. of the firſt booke of the Jewes warres, 
the ſame Hiſtoriographer writeth thus . All his bodice was 
taken with a diſeaſe, and hee was tormented with diuers do- 
lours, He had a burning and intollerable-heatein him, The 
Chollick tormented him inceſſantly : his feere were lwelled 
betwixt the skinneand the fleſh : he ſought ro aduance his 
owne death; and calling for a knife lifted vp his right hand, 
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but Archilass his coſen-germane perceiving it, ranne ro him 
| and held his hand : hee died 5. dayes after he made his ſonne - 
Arztipater die, hauing enioyed the kingdome the ſpaceof 3 4. 
yeares after he had cauſed Afntigonns to die,and 37. yeares aft- 
ter hee was declared King by the Romanes. In all other 
things he was happic, yeaif ever King were; for a man of fo 
baſe condition to acquire that Kingdome and keepe it ſo Jong 
a time , and at Jaſt Jeaue it to his children. Burconcerning 
his domeſlticke affaires , none could be more vnluckie, &c.

Our Lord Ieſus Chiiſt exerciſed his Miniſl erieand office 
the ſpace of three yeares,three moneths, and tenne dayes : and 
che beginning is taken from his thirtieth yeare, becauſeinS. 
Lake, it is ſaid, that Ieſus began to be about thirtie yeares of 
age. 

He ſuffered death and paſſion the yeare 3 4-according to 
the ſuppuration of many authors. 

Cats ( alignla was an horrible Monſter , who by his wic= 0 
ked life deſpired heauen and earth, vtrering his furie through Z 
all che iuriſdiftions of the Romane Empire , and by his Edicts 
would needs make himſclfe a God. But finally he was taken 
with a-ftraunge dearth . Jo/ephis maketh a ſingular recitall 
thercof in the I. Chapter of the 2G. booke of Antiquitie::Chas = | 
rear,Sabinus, Aquila and others, which of long time had con- 

fpired his death, ſlew him cruelly after he had raiened three 

yeares,tcanc monlthes ,and eight dayes. His body as Sueronus 
rehearſeth, was ſecretly carried to the Gardens of Lamins : and 
being halfe burnt, was coucred with a lir'e earth, He was of 
theazeof 2 4 yeares.

Catigula baniſhed Herod the Tetrarch(who went to Rome

aa his harlor. 


The ſame'yeare the Tewes endured vreat aſflitions. One

{hall be great, ſo much the greater ſhall the vengeance be for 
that perſecution, and ſo much the more manifeſt: Although 
wekeepenotin memory things of olde, yet the Coctrine; of 
things newly happ-ning do ſuffice, that in very little time and 
fo ſuddenly,{o horrible a vengeance hath followed, &c. 

Gallus and Votucian his Sonne, ioyntly ſucceeded in 
the Empire. Hee was.otherwiſe called C. Vers 77 rebonian of 
Gaul. 

Hee was happie enough at the beginning as Dents wri- 
reth, but contimung the perſecution v which fell into his hands 
by his predecellors,he proſpered not.

vnto Aurelian and ſuch as followed him, euen when he began 
to perſceute the Chriſtians, and thar ſoone after he was flaine 
by one of his houſhold and familiars , ashee was going theſe- 
cond time to warre vpon the Therikes, 


Herein would Goa gine his to know,that his choſen are not exe- 
cuted at the pleaſure of men,but when it pleaſeth him. 


T his was the ninth perſecution againſt the Chriſtians, 
which endured not long for the death of the ſaid Tyrant. 

It ſhould alſo be noted, that euen whileſt Azre/an the Em- 
perour raigned, foure Tyrants inuaded the Empire, namely 
Furman, Saturrin,Bonoſus, and Proculus. As Vopiſcus laith, 

After the death of Awre/ar, the Empire was voyd ſeuen 
moneths. [7 4.7 

And after him T aci:#s was'choſen Emperour, a wiſe and 
oraue man,but he was (laine the fixt moneth of his Empare. . 

Florian his brother tooke from him his Empire, not by 
rhe Senartes authoritie bur of his owne will , thinking it belon+ 
ocd vnto him by hereditary right; yet notwithſtanding a while 
after he was ſlain nigh Thar/#5,hauing raigned 60.daics. Some 
ſay he cauſed his owne veinesto be opened. 

Probus iflued from Dalmatiz, was declared Emperour, a 
man excellent both in peace and warre, hee raigned 6, yeares 
and foure moneths. The firſt yeare of his raigne he recouered 
Gant, which the Barbarians and Almaines had againe occupi- 
cd, and brought them vnder the firſt obedience of the Ro- 
manes. He reduced all Germanic into a Prouince. He tooke 
away olde T'yrants and brought peace into the world: So that 
he ſaid there ſhould be no more any need of ſouldiers, which 
cauled them ſo to malice him,that they conſpired to fley him.

Manes the hereticke at this time compoſed many bookes, 
anJam>ongſt others,one hee Intituled, The AL/teries of Ma. 
niche, He was a Perſian by Nation, And ſceing many abhorred 
his lyesand blaſphemies, ſoughrall meanes eo giue authoritie 
to his doftrine. He made the King of Per/4 belecue that he 
would heale his ſonne, who was orceuoully {icke.But after the 
Kings ſonne was taken from che Phiſitians and put into the 
hands of Mfanzr,hedied. The King of Pex/;a cauſed him to be 
apprehended, and made him to be broyled altue vpon an hot 
Iron. Smidas and Epipha. recite it, 

Hee was a great ILarician, and S, Amus auſline ſaith, that the 
bookes of che Afaniches are full of fables b ereenin$. lerom 


in the preface of the Dialogues againſt the Pe/agians ſaith,thar | 


the JZmicheans affirmed thar when they are cometo the high- 
elt degree of perfeRtion, they canno more fiance , no not in 
thoughr,nor by ignorance. 

Felix borne at Rome was ordeined Biſhop after Denz, the 
yeare of Chrilt, 280, after Exſebias , and the firſt yeare of the 
raigne of Probus. 

Thelaſt Authors attribute vnto TW ewo Epiſtles De- 
cretals,without authoritie of the Elders. The firſt is written to 
Paternus Biſhop. The 2.toall the Biſhops of France : wherein 
he declareth that he had determined in a Councell that AZeſſes 
ſhould be celebrated vpothe memory of MartyrsJlcalt it might 
be quenched.

| Many things are recited of the conqueſts of Precbus the 
Emperour, which the Romane Hiſtoriographers deſcribe. 

Carns ſucceeded him the yeare of Chiiſt, 284. and aſlo- 
ciated his two ſonnes inthe Empire, Namerian and Carinus. 

He beganne new warte againſt the Perſians, which Pro- 
bas had left imperfe. He ſent Carinnsto the Gartes, to main- 
taine them, and led with him Nemerian. He recoucred in that 
warre Meſopotamia, and hauing waſted all the Region cf the 
Parthians, he gotall the kingdome of the Perſizns.Sce Vopy/cure 
Carusſtrooken with lightning dy ed ſuddenly. Nemerian was 
of great modeſtie,gjven to fludy,eſpecially of Poclie, His Fa- 
ther in lawc hauing laid ambuſhes, flewe him as hee wasin his 
Coach, His brother Carinzs a man given to all wickednes, Ce- 
filed himſelfe with the bloud of the faithfull, having the Em- 
pire alone, Thele three then roigned not long, For all their 
riwes endured not three whole ycares, as Entropins I iftor and 
Latus recitc. [- 

The goucrnment of thoſe aforeſaid Emperours brought 
{ome releaſe tothe Chriſtians, and ſothings happened fauou- 

| rable 
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rable vnto them : Infomuch that ſome of them were aduanced 
to Offices and government vntill the raigne of Dioclefiav, and 
ſhall be ſeene in his place. 

Caius Biſhop of Rome was of Dahnatia, of the family of 
D1ocleſian the Emperour after Damaſusr, Enſcbins ſaith he was 
ordained Biſhop the ſame yeare that Exrichian was , who with 
much adoo remained but ten moneths Biſhop. 

There is attribured vnto him a decretall Epiſtle, wherein 
he ſpeaketh but meanly of Chriſt the Mediator, and of Juſti- 
fication. Hee after ſaith, that to aſcend vnto the dignitic of a 
Biſhop, men mult goe by degrees, and by Fccleſiaſticall ors 
ders, as firſt hce muſt be Portier,then Lefor,&c. 

Damaſu witneſſerh,that he lived during the time of Dro. 
cle/ian the Emperours perſecutions, from which he hid himſelfe 
and dwelt vnder vaultes; yet finally hee was drawne to death 
the 12, yeare of the ſaid Diocle/ian, after he had governed the 
Church 15. yeares after Enſebiw, or cleuenand foure mo- 
ncthsafter Damaſms. 1

Moone. Before Emperours gaue to kiſſe their hands to No- 
bles, and their knees ro the common people. But Dzvcle/ian 
made an Ed1& that all men without difference of whatſocuer 
race, (hould kiſle his feere ; vpon whichalſo he placed certaine 
markes of adoration, and had his thooes garniſhed with gold 
and pretious ſtones,which alſo ( algn/a had done asis ſaid.

The renth perſecution raiſed againſt the Chriſtians, en- 
Crea- 
reſt andcruelleſt perſecution of all, For in lelle then thictie 
dayes, throuzhdiuers Prouinces were mattyred avout 18, or 
29. thouſand: perſons, as well men as women. 

Aarceline borne at Rome , lucceeded Cams 1n the gouern- 
ment ofthe Romane Church, his Father was called Proteus. 
During this perſecution heewas, very grceuouſly preſſed by 
the Tormentors,vnder Dz»c/e/ian and HMaximian E mperours,. 
wherein being taken,with'fcare of torments and puniſhments, 
he offered a 2raipe of Incence in the honour of Idols,but after- 
ward he acknowledged is fault in a full Synode aſſembled at 
$'mmneſſe,& did penance: and after came euen to reprooue Dzo- 
clean, and voluntarily preſented himſelfe to death. Hee was 
martyred with C/audins C Jrinus and Antonius, after he had go- 
uerned the Romane Church nine yearcs after Damiſen, eight 

afrer 1-arianns, and foure after Vriperge. T his was the yeare 

of Chriſt, 303, 
There are attributed ynto CMarceline as to others, two

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decretall Fpiſtles. The firſt written to a Biſhop called Sa/omor. 
Andthe other vnto the Weſterne Biſhops, 

Diocleſian was of opinion that there was no meane more 
mecteto pacifie the world, and to bring the Romane Empire 
into the face and brigheneſle of his auncient maicltic, the to a= 
boliſhall new religions. His determination then was to begin 
to take away from the middeſt of the people the diflimilitude 


of the Chriſtian Religion: and many Sophiſters and Philoſo- 


phers drew him on hereynto. As fo the faithfull,Ex/c6.in his 
8. Booke, Chap. 1. ſaith, that the too great peace 3nd libertie of | 
the Church made them degenerate, and brought debates and - 
ueſtions about words, ſo that at laſl they « came to flames,and 
there could not be found a more ſingular meane to extinguiſh 
and bring it tonothing then this verſecution, 
Diocleſian mighr have bene numbred amongſt the Privcw 


| worthy of praiſe, if he had not contaminared and obſcured the 


vertuecs he had, with the Chriſtians bloud he ſhead. His com- 
panion in the Empire,was 41aximian Hercnlens , a man mecte 
to exerciſe all cruelries. 

T he chiefe ſeare of the Faſterne Elin was then at 


Nichomedia in Bithinia: : wherein the Imperiall Pallace was con- 


ſumed by fire. This being imputed to the Chrniſtians,he ſent 
Hi all ouer to perſecure them, yea & to burne 
the bookes of holy ſcripture, &totake from the place of Ma- 
eiſtracy with iSnominy all them that were Chriſtians. 

Duocleſian 'perlecuted the Eaſt, and Hdaximianthe Well, 
Crueltie was ſharpe in Syria, andit began at the Biſhops. See 
Euſeb.lb 8.cap.6. T histury ſpread into 0 Meſopotamia, Cilicta, 
Pontus, Phrigia, Armenia, Egypt, yeacuen tothe Ilesot Lebos, 
as witneſſeth S4bellicus.

Beda writeth, that this perſecution came euen in- 
eo Enzland,. and then that Saint «Alban, a man very renows 
ned, recciued the crowne of Martyrdome. From this time 
they bezanne to finde out diuzrs kindes of rorments, but how 
much the more horc15e they were, ſo much more exquiſite 
appcared che conſtancy of Martyrs. Ea/eb:us ſaith he beheld 
the perſecution made at Thevaidz; and faith that the glaues, 
axcs and ſ{ordes of Tormentors were blunted and turned a- 
gaine with ſo great ſlauzhter, and were altogether tyred, when 
the Chriſtians withioy of hart ſinging Pſalmes preſented them 
ſelues to death.

Afarcel borne at Rome,one Benets ſonne, was choſen Bi- 
ſh>p, about the 20.yeare of Dvocle/ian, after the Chronicle of 
Henry the firſt. He was a true Paſtor of the Lords Church. In 
the booke of Councells there is attributed vato himtwo Epi- 
fles. Theoncto them of Antioch, wherein he exhorteth to fol- 
lowthe Romane Church,and that withour authoritie thereof 
no Smoar can bee called, Bur any bodic may ſee it is bur 
a counterfeyt, -and not agrecing with the time which then 
was.

Galerins, which Dioclefe an had adopted (2juing him his daugh- 
tcr Valeria)the reſt,namely S/anona,Greece, and the Eaſt. Yee 
Conſtantine who was neither ambitious nor couetous , refuſed 
Afrike & Ttale, cotenting himſelfe with Spaine & Gaut,which 
he gouerned well and peaceably, was well beloued of his ſub- 
iefts,and no enemy of the Chriſtian faith. He had two wiues : 
the firſt Helena, which was of baſe condition, of whom he had 
{ onſtantine the great : which wife he was conſtrained toleaue, 
and take Theodora,the daughter ofthe wite of HMaximian Her. 
cr/erts. He died of a mallady in England, two yeares after D:0- 
«/e/5an had depoſed himſelf from the Empire: for long time be-" 
fore had he bene made (/ar,and adopted by Drocic/ian, Some 
attribute voto him thoſe two yeares of raigning, beginning 
from the natiuitic of our Lord,505.

rian (ouldiers, and without contradiction of the Senate, Serc- 
r45not thinking him(elfe ſtrong enough to relilt Ifaxentias, 
thought to retire into S/avoma to Maximm, but hee was en- 
trapped and ouercome at Rawenna.

A1axentius(onne of I1aximinn Herculian, being choſen 


Emperour by the Pretorian fouldiers ina tumult, and having 


ootten the vitory vpon Sexcrnus , waxed proud , and gaue 
himſelfe vnto pleaſures & crueltics. Then IZaxmin or Maxe- 
”iaythe lifters ſfonne of Ga/crins, who allo by him was made 
Ceſar with Sexeras,and had once the charge of the Ealt,adop- 
ted Licimins which he left in S/auoma, after comming to make 
warre vpon Iaxertins was tolde of the treaſon of his peo- 
pic, and ſoretyred, See Pormp. Let.in the lite of Conſtantine 
and Galerins. | | 


Gaterins then hauing made Licinins Ceſar as is ſaid, alitle 


time after fell intoa terrible diſeaſe which fretted his entralles, 
whereofhe died, This was becauſe of his exceeding great le- 
cherie towards all, and horrible crueltie towards Chaſtians. 
For an vicer heghad in his bladder did cate his priuy mem- 
bers, and & all char part of his bodie rotted, wormes came 
out, and no remedic could be found for it. So the Phiſiti- 
ans abandoned him : For the ſtench was fo intollerable, 
that neither Phiſitian nor other dutſt approach vato him. 
Wherefore in the ende hee dyed of a death worthy ſuch a 
man, after hee had raigned two yeares alone, and with the 
Ce/ars and companions of his Empire the ſpace of I5.yeares. 

Inthe perſecution moued by MMaxentins, Marcel Paſtor 
of the Chucch of Rome was appreheded to ſacrifice vato Idols, 
and to renowace his office, but hee deſpiled all chreatnings,

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and ſmiled, which the Tyrant 2faxentins ſeein *,.commaunded 
he ſhould be beaten and *haſed out of the Towne.He retyred 
into an houſe of a widowe named Lacine , and there ſecretly 
maintained a Church. Whichthe Tyrant hearing, made aſta- 
ble of it for horſes and other beaſtes of the hduſe;& there locs 
ked vp Marcel. Being thus condemnedhe left nor to do the 
ofhce of a true Paſtor, by Epiſtles which he writ to many, But 
finally being tormented by the filthineſſe and Renchof the 
place, in the end he yeelded his ſpirit to God,the yeare 308, 308.

Ambroſe in the aforeſaid booke witneſleth, that 
the ordination isalike ; for both are Prieſts : but rhe Biſhop is 
the chiefc Prieſt. Other names, as Subdeacons, Acolites, and 
Exorciſts, came aſter. 

The name of Cleargie was received in this time, to ftgni- 
fic all Eccleſiaſticall offices and dignities.

of the Lord had bin. He/eza his mother went thither vpon de- 
 uotion to worſhip, and hauing found the Croſle, cauſed to bee 
built two Temples,the one where the Lord was borne, the 0- 
ther where hee aſcended into Heauen.

After that, { 9»$#tantine cauſed to be builded inthe place called 
(Crannm) a Temple, with ſolemmitie and authoritie of a Si- 
node allemble at Tyre.

The principall felicitie and ornament of the Church of 
this time, was the multicude of excellent Doors, which by 
their doftrine ſought lo farre as in them lay,to conſerue & mul- 
tiply the puritic of dorine.

Be- 
ing comeinto Thrace and Hungarie, the Romane Emperours 
ſought to driue them backe but could not. The tuſt & reateſt 
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battaile ofthe Romanes againſt them , was vader the Empe- 
rout Deciis, wherein he was ſlaine, But after the Vanaales and 
Huns comming from Scithia,did drive away the Gothes,and pla- 
ccd their ſcares in Hangaria. IT 

T he Gothes then entered into Nrate by the diſſoyaltic of 
Rufin, (which as it is ſaid fell vpon his owne head by the iuſt 
wdcement of God. ) Stilico a Vanaallby Nation , hoping to 
lift vp Eachere his ſonne to bee- an Emperour , raiſed vp 
the Sueutans,Vandates, and eLlenems, and other people, to the 
number of 200000. conducted by theyr King RedegaiZzy or 
Radagaitus , who afterward was diſcomfited in the {traite of 
Apperm. | L 

After Radapaitus,anew Armie of Gothes came into /tae, 
hauing for their Captaine A/ricus,or Alaricrs, who was folli- 
cited by the Emperour Hexorue to leaue the Countrey of 
JTtatie,and ro diſcend into Fraunee,which then was ſo occupied 
with French B«rgorfians and other Nations , that Honorins dif- 
paired tohold it. Burt as Alaricus prepared his departure, S:i/- 
&corhought to haue ſurpriſed him on the ſudden beeing vp- 
on Eaſter day, there being a truce betwixe them nor yet ex-

4 Alaricius the next morning came againſt S:i/kco,and ro be 
reuenged belicged the Towne of Rome, Honorins being at Ra»

The treaſon of S:ilkco being diſcloſed, hee cauſed him to 
bee beheaded ; fo receiued hee the reward of his infidelitie. 
Then was there found no Captaine for the warre to leuie 
the ſiege before Rome, wherefore the Towne was taken by 
Alaricus after it had endured long time the ſiege. This was 
about the fifteenth yeareof the Empire of Honorin,and of the 
L ords Natiuitie,4 12. and fromthe foundation of Rowe,116 4.

At Francfort whileſt Charl/emain wintered there, a Coun- 
cell was held, wherin the decree of the Councell of Niece held 

| by Hirene touching Images (as is ſaide) was declared falſe,and 
alrogether condemned. And although the Popes FaQors, as 
Vrſpergenſis and others do paſſe and difſembleit , yet ſo is the 
truth, And that the Pope Adrian ſent thither his Embaſladors, 
Stephen and T heophilafte Biſhop. There alſo was condemned 
the hereſic of Felix and Elphandus, which acknowledged their 
faulr,and asking pardon were reſtored to their dignities. 

Charlemaigne cauled a booke to be publiſhed in his name, 
which agrreed withthe Articles of the ſaid Councell. Yea and 
moreouer, he anſivered two bookes which were found written 
by Arian, to Thera/ma Patriarke,and ro the Emperour of Com 

flantinople, By this writing Char/:mazgne taxcth, and couertly 
condemneth Aaria,,without naming him Idolater. 

T here was alſo a Councel held at Cazai/lon,ynder Charle- 
maigne, wherein among(t other ſuperſtitions which were there 
condemned, that of Pilgrimagesin reſpet of Religion, was 
ſhatply repreſſed in the 4.5.Canon.

But Charlemaigne willing to do athing pleaſing Leo, ſent acer- 
raine Abbot called Agibert, who by the Emperouts comman- 
dement conſtrained the Romane people to ſweare fidelitie to 
the Pope. 7 

For this, cauſe the people conceived ſuch an hatred 
azainſt the Pope , that hauing found ſome which ſtirred them 
more to execute their fury,and to ſeruethem for guides & Cape 
taines: as one day he went a proceſſion , hawng caſt kim from 
his horſe they ſpoiled himof his pontificiall apparell , and beat 
him well.In which tumult none pur out his eyes nor cut out his 
tongue(as the Papiſts afhrme, teaching that ſtraightway he was 
diuinely healed, by ſo manifeſt lies to amplifie his authoritie ) : 
bur indeed hee was only put in priſon in the Monaſterie 
of Saint Eraſmus, as IMartuan faith in his tourth booke, des 
Faſtes. 2 | - 
Finally, as Charl/ematgne came to Rome, the people know- 
ing how hee was affetioned towards the Pope, for the feare 
they had of him, changed the angcr they had cocewed againſt 
Leo into fauour , and dur{t not enterpriſe to proue the crimes 
whereof they accuſed him, After then they had bene exa- 
mined touching his lite , they crycd all with one voice, That 
the Apoſtolike ſeate ought not tobe1udged by a Laic perſon. 


By which anſwere Charlemaigne being appeaſed , after alſo 


that Zeo had affirmed by an oath that he was nat cu'pable, he 
declared him ab{olued and innocent. 8 

The Pope for theſe benefites, willing to ycelde ſome. 
pleaſure on Chriſtmas day , aſloone as the King was come 
from the Church, he put the Crowne on his head, and pro- 
nounced ( har/emaigne Emperour of the Romanes, without 
that, he had aſpired to receue the Imperiall Crowne. And all 
the Romane people cryed ſaying ; Life and viftoric be to the 
thrice Chaiſtian Charies, alwaics A#gnf?, Crowned of God;

About this time , e Zcaywsthe 65. King of Scots , made 
the firlt alliance with King Charlemargne , and with Fraunces 
which hath endured cuer ſince, and yer at this preſent is main- 
rained betwixt theſe two Nations. |

For 
what thing is more greeuous, or more worthic of compaſlion 
towardes all the Church, then when the Biſhop of the Seate 
(vnto whom appertaineth the examination of all the Church) 
withdraweth himſelfe, and ſtraicth, yeathough neuer ſo little 
from holy diſcretion £ Aſſuredly thou art not a little out of 
the way when thou wouldeſt chart Clarkes (whom thou ſhoul- 
delt admoniſh to keepe chaſtitic of marriage ) ſhould be cory» 
pelled by violence and imperious force, to keepe themaſclues 
continent. 

For is not this violence, yea cuen after the common wudge- 
ment of all that haue knowledge, when any is conſtrained ta 
keepe a particular Decree againſt the Inſtitution of the Gof- 
pcll and doctrine of the holy Ghoſt? _ 

Andfſecing there arc many examples both of the olde and 
newe Teſtament, which teach (as thou knowelt) an holy di(- 
cretion, I beſeech it may not be greeuous rothy Fatherhood, 
if of many I bring ſome fewe inthis my writing,

ſe:{t notwithſtanding many to whome this ſentence of the 
Goſpell is pleaſant,and flatter themſclues, being more willing 
to pleaſe menthen God : and vnder a falle appearance of cha- 
 flicie, commir many great and enormious ſinnes ; do ſubborne 
and corrupt other mens wiues : and which is more, do nor ab- 
horre.tolye with Males,and with brute Beaſts. And tothe end 
_ theeſtateof che Church ſhould not be ſo waſted and corrupted 
with ſuch a pollution,infeftion,and contagious a peſtilence,the 
A poltle $.Pau/ commandeth & faith : To awoyd formcation , let 
each man haue hi wife. Bur hypocrites corrupt this ſentence,and 
fay fallly that it only appertaineth to Lay-peaple. And yer they 
make no difficuleic nor conſcience , in whartſoeuer holy order 
they be conſtituted,to abuſe other mens wiues. Andallthoſe 
(which we cannor ſee without weeping) are abandone:! io the 


| aforeſaid ſinnes and enormities: ſurely chey vnder{tand notthe 


ſcripture. And becaule they haue too rudely preiled the breſt 
therof,in lieu of milk they hauz drunk blood, For-this ſentence 
of the Apoltle,namely: Let each one hane hi wife:exceptethno 
perſon but him that hath the gift of continency, or him who 
hath purpoſed to perſeuer in his virginity after the Lord: Winer» 
fore(0 reuerend Father) it ſhitbe your part to ſee that whoſoe- 
uer either with hand or mouth hath made a voiy of continency, 
and afterward would forſake it , ſhould either be compelled to 
keephis vowe, or elſe by lawfull authoritie ſhould be depoſed 
from his order.

And after this time Hildebrand retained to - 
himſelfe ali the rcuenewes of the Church of Rome, Sc aſſembled 
ereatſummes of filuer. Afﬀter then that Alexander iyas dead, 
vn ler the miſerable ſcruitude of Hi/debrand, the yeare of our. 
Lord, 1074- the ſame day at nighe he was Inthronized in the 
Papall featz by his ſouldiers, without the conſent of the Clear= 
vie or peo ple,lealſt if he had tarried roo long, an other had pre-. 
uented him. In his ele&tion none of the Cardinalls had ſubſcri- 
bed. Wherevnto when the Abbot of C/ngny was come, Hilde- 
brand faid vato him ; Thou haſt carried roo long brother.

THE ESTATE OF. THE 
was a Monke,and being come to Rome,he inſinuated himfelfe

T here was a certaine particular intelligence betwixt this Lawn. 
rence T hoapbulatte, John Gratian,and Huldebrand,all Archpriefts | 
or Cardinail: of the Stnagogue of Rome, Whetfore Hildebrand. 
d1d whatſoever he would with Theophiatte , whilcit hee was in 
the Popes oftice,vnder the name of Zexerthe ninth. Bur which 
is more, vntill he came to be Pope , nothing was done vnder 
the other Popes but at his pleaſure. When hee liſt (as Bemns 


faith) he would ſhake his skirtes,and fire would come our like 


ſparkes : and by ſuch miracles he abuſet! the cycs of ſimple 
people,asif it had bene ſome figne of ſanfcrie. And therefore 
{faith Benno,when the diuell couldnot p:rſecute publikely Te. 
ſus Chriſt by the Painims , he diſpoſed himſelfe fraudulently 
to deſtroy hisname by thar falſe Monrke, vnder the ſhewe and 
colour of religion, [ 

Authors rehearſe that this Hi/acbrand poyſoned ſeuen 
or ciz-ht Popes, by the ſcruice of Gerard Brazut, totheende 
by that meanes he might the ſooner come vnto the Papacic. 
Y et during thoſe great troubles , he handled all things ſo ſub- 
tilly, that none doubted he by any meanes aſpired to the ſcate, 
And although he was not Pope by name, yetin eſte he was 
the Orzane and onely Inſtrument of him that was ordained 
Pope;or of all his wicked inuentions : and by htle and litle, he 
practiſed vnder the other Popes , that which he executed in 
his owne Popedome. This notable Hypocrite vnder the co+ 
lour of Canons, anda certaine pietie, hee did whatſoeuer hee 
would,althouzh he was the moſt vniuſt and the wickeddeſt in 
the world.

Vicars of Sathan began to arrnbute — 
vnto themlclues openly the name of God, and the office and 
vertue of Jeſus Chtift,true God,and true man. |For as ſoone as 
the ſaid Gregorie had bin declared and ordained Pope,the ſame 
was proclamed,thar the tiue Vicar of Chriſt Ieſus was choſen.

Hee overthrew 
the lawes of Godin forbidding matriage to Prieſts,and caſting 
kings out of cheir ſeats.

that when the Emperour ſhould make his prayers, he wight ler 
them fall on his head to daſhout his braines. But as he which 
had enterpriſed ſuch a villanie,was at hand to accowpliſhie,and 
went about to hancle and remoue aſtone, too heauic for him, 
the ſtone by the waight decemed him: and the ſcaffold which 
was on the eames being broken, the ſtone and the poore mi- 
ſerable man, by a iult mdgement of God, fcllvpon the paue- 
ment of the Temple, & was all burſt with the ſame ſtone.

Hee divided alſo from him the Princes of the 
Empire,and ſouzhr by ſecret treaſons todeſtroy him, hue God 
preſerued him. O ſtraunge treaſon proceeding from the 
ſanRuaric, or rather fro him who ſcemed to be the high Prieſt 
to gouerne the Church , to haue ſuperintentancie ouer Judges 
and Elders. By menaces alſo he conſtrained Biſhops to (weare 
that they ſhould not defend his caule, neither ſhould they fa- 
uour or helpe himin any thing, drawing violently the ſctip- 
ture to make them ſerue his falſe dealing.

Peter and Peter giveth i vnto Redoſphe: Hemyrhen being for 
chis cauſe ſore troubled , laid downe his royall apparell and 
came towards himinto the Towne of { an»/e,with his wife and 
licle ſonne,in the time of aſtropg and ſharpewinter;& through 
a very daungerous way. Being before the gate of the Citie

all humilitie. He cndured three whole dayes in 8 very lamen- 
table affliftion; In ſo much that Hildebrand (who tooke his

After they went ro Rome, andthere Frederic was crow- 
ned by Aarian at S, Peters, and returned into <{/maigne. Ki.

Toh of Salzbary, Biſhop of (hartres,was in thistime,who 
ſharply oppoſed himſelfe againſt the wickednes of Popes and 
Clcargie. He writ a booke,Intituled Obiirgatorium Clers, In 
his booke Intituled Pobcraticis,he ſaith thus. Inthe Romane 
Church are ſer Scribes and Pharifies, loading mens ſhoulders 
with inſupportable' burthens. The great Biſhopis heauy vn- 
to all, yea importable. His Legarcsxaſt themſelues ſointo the 
fields, asif Sathan were come frorfiithe Lorde to torment the 
Church. Iudgement amongſt them, is no other thing but a 
true marchandiſe. They > ola of oaine as of picticitſelfe, 
They iuſtifie the wicked by gold and filuer, and reioyce in wice 
kednes. They eate the finnes of the people. They are appa- 
rcll/ed & nourtſhed in all luxurie + whileſt the true worſhippers 
worſhip the Lord in ſpirit. He that ſticketh not vnto their doc- 
erine,either is he indged an hereticke,or a ſchiſmaticke,&c 
Often werethere ſuch Doors in the Church, but they 
durſt nor ſpeake nor write of all that was needfull. Ina booke 
Intituled Specatarn, that is roſay,the Glaſſe. le is ſaid that thar 
good Biſhop 7ob, amongſt other complaints, hath bene ſome- 
times hears fay to the Pope Adria» the fourth (his very famili- 
ar friend) theſe words. The Pope indeedis truly the ſeruant of 
ſeruants, becauſe he ſerueth the Romanes,ſeruants of couveroul- 
nelle.

eAarian excommunicated 7iliam the ſonne of Rogier king 
of Sicilyand Powe , and abſolued his fubtedts of their oathes 
towards him: but ſeeing he profited nothing by that meanes, 
he incited Emanuel Emperour of C onflantmople * Ermanxel pro- 
miſed the Pope to depoſed the ſaid #//:am. Onely he deman= 
ded three Maritime or Sea Townes if he came to his purpoſe. 
T hele conuentions made,in the meane while the Grecians oc< 
cupicd Poxille,and waſted it.///iam vnder[tanding theſe prac- 
tiles, prayed the Pope to be reconciled vnto him, and that hce 
would onely graunt him the title of king of the two Sicther,and 
he would reltore him whatſoeucr he demanded ; yea he would 
give of his owne, The Pope was content, but the Cardinalls 
kept him fromit, Yam then went into batrailc againſt the 
Grecians and obtained the vitorie,droue the Grecians out of 
Pomilie,and recoucredit. The Captaine priſoners were bound 
with chaines. Afterward he went againſt Zenenent and beſieged 
' it. The Popeand his Cardinalls which by chance were there, 
are priſoners, and conſtrained to demaurd peace, and to agree 
with him. . The Pope firſt abſoluerh him of his excommunica- 
tion, and pronounceth and declarethhim King, after hauing 
done him homage to hold his Land & Seignory of the holy Fa- 
ther. Aarian returned to Rore,and ſtraight fel vnto corention. 
For the Conſuls would maintaine their franchiſe & ancient hi- 
bertie. Wherfore fearing{becauſe the Interdit endured yet)he- 
got himſclfe Anagniaor Arignianum, R. Barns. | 
Frederic was not content that the Pope without his know- 
ledge had graunted the title and right of $1454, becauſe he was 
thereby defrauded of the Inueſtures: alſo for that the Popes 
Legatespilled ſothe Countries ſubie& vnto his Empire. Bee 
cauſe the Pope began ſecretly chrough all the Empice-ro ſowe 
reaſons ro retire his ſubtes from his ſubieRtion, Wherefore he 
demaunded homage of the Biſhops of the Germaine Nation, 
and oath of fidelitic ; hee forbad that — ſhould appeale vnto 
the 
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the Romane Sea. He commaunded the Popes Legates which 
appealed not torhim, to get them out of his Countries, The 
Pope very much orieued at all thoſe things, as alſo that the 
Emperour ſet his owne name before the Popes in his Letters 
milſſtues which he (cnt;writ Letters vnto him,rebuking him for 
thoſe foreſaidthings,admoniſhing him to amed. The Emperor 
anſwered them fi6j point topoint. Fuſt,that iuſtly & by good 
righche ſer his name before his ſecing the Pope oweth all hu- 
muitic to the Emperour as Chriſt bath caught. Andit Popes 
haue any priuiledge, it comes of eſpeciall 2 grace, and by the Its 
beralitic of Kings and Princes. 

Alſo thar Ieſus Chriſt hath taught vs to yeeld ro cuery one 
that which belongs vnto hit, to Cefar that which belongeth 
vnto him. Wherefore he iuſtly redemaundeth the inucſtures 
and homage of Biſhops. Touching Cardinals and Legares,thar 
wltly he iciectedcheour of his Country. For ſaid he, they come 
not to preach;bucto pill and ſpoile:not ro cofirme peace, but to 
heape vp liluer. Wherefore he prayed the Pope and his,nor ro 
mooue {o many ſ{chiſmes & ſcandalls,but that char they would 
{tudie for peace and hunulitie. Naucler & R, Barns. 

The yeare 1158, Frederic tooke the Towne of Milaine, 
and made it ſubic ro the Empire. Sigeb. 

After this, the Pope ceafcd nor to follicite the Tralians to 
withdraw their alleageance from the Emperor,and therforc he 
- ſent his Legates ro Miltaine,to per{wade themro reuolt.But the 
Adillanors (oughe no other thing but a quarell for thar purpoſe; 
and thar was,that the Emperour was excomunicate. T he Pope 
; then wrought a coſpiracie againſt the Emperor with the aide of 
 Willamking of Sicilie,of them of I7llaine,and other Nobles of 
Ttalie, which oaue a creat ſum of ſluer tothe Pope to excom- 
mpnicate the Emperour. The conwration was confirmed by 
oath,yponcondition that none of che ſhould cuer returne into 
grace with the Emperour,vnleſle all were conſenting therevn- 
ro. And it by fortune the Pope died, that they ſhould then elect

For ſtore of filuer,then the Pope Adrian beine at Anayuli 
ehundred forth the ſentence of excomunicatio againſt Frederic: 
But God(lohnde Cremona ſaith)who by the mouth of the Pro- 
pher fpeaketh.( T hey ſhal curſe you,and I will blefſe you)ouer- 
ehrew their enterpriſe.. For it fell out that the Pope after hee 
had denounced the excommunication, came out of Aragmato 
take ayre,nizh a Fountaine of which he drinke: but ſoone af- 
ter a Flie entred into his mouth,and kepe ſo in his throate, that 
he left his breath and ſo died.

into Armenia theleſſe,finally eucnto eru/alem. Whileſt Fre- 
deric was thus buſted with the Turke, the Pope Alexanaer 
awith his confederates ceaſed not tothinke how they might de- 
ſtroy him. To the end then thar hee ſhould. not returne vic- 
torious, the Pope ſent to the Souldan the Image of the Empe- 
rour, which he cauſed to be drawne very liucly by an excellent 
Painter,with Letters by which he gaue aduertiſement vnto the 
Souldan, to ley or deſtroy the ſaid Emperour by treaſon, if e- 
uer hee pretendedto live in peace. 
The Souldan hauing receiued the ſaid Popes Letters,with 
the Emperours figure,ſought by all meanes to cometo his pur- 


poſe; bur occaſion fell nor out ſo ſoone. But finally as the Eme. 


perour returned from the conquelt of era/alers being in Ar- 
ena, one day as it was very hotte, hee withdrew intoa wood 
with a fewe of his people,and with his Chaplaine,and not thin» 
king of any daunger, there made his people goe aſide, and hee 
and his Chaplaine lighted off their horſes, vnapparelled them- 
ſelucs, and fo refreſhed them ina running ſtreame of water. 
There was heeſurpriſed by the ambuſhes which the Souldane 
had laid, and were carried through the wood vnto the Soul-« 
dan. His people knowipg nothing of his taking, ſought him

. vitory & was priſoner. Which the Pope ſecing,wold notagree 


wichthe Emperor, vnleſle fiſt he came to Venice & received the 
meanes that he wold offer.

wice: the Pope would not abſoluc him of þ bond of excommuse

conem: that is toſay; T hou ſhalt goc vpon the Alſpe & Baſilike, 
and tread vnder thy feet the Lyon & the Drago. The Emperor 
taking inill part the contumely,anſwered; This was not ſaid vn- 
ro thee, but vnto Petey. But the Pope ſteppitg againe vpon his 


-neck,anſwered; Both to me,& to Peter. The Emperour fearing 


the peril or an hid danger, held his peace,& ſo was abſolued:and 
an accord was made betwixt them, vpo condition that the Eme 
perour ſhould hold Alexander for the true & legitimare Pope,

earian Pope, fift of that name, bornear Genes, of the 
houſe of Tob/ques, before called Orhobanur, was created Pope 
at Rome, in the Pallace of Lateran, a'ter the deathof Inocent 
his vncle, hauing bene ordcined by him Cardinall, Deacon of 
Saint Adrian, and lent into England with large power to le- 
uic a great ſumme of money. Butags hee ſought to appeaſe 
certaine diſcordes betwixt the King and his Barons, that 
hee might diſpatche hi; buſineſle the. more calilie, hee was 
clapt vp in priſon by the Longiners, but finally deliuered 
againc. 

The yeare of our Lorde, 1 266. Dads helde a Sinode i in 
Northamberland, and an other at London, whether rcſorted a 
great number of Biſhoppes and Prieſts, There after they had 


brought toſuch eſtate ashe thoughe good the things appertai- 


ning tathe Popedome, hee pu: liſhed certaine awe es, which in 
time tocome England ſhould vſe in ſuch things as concerned 
Popery, He declared wicked all ſuch Biſhops as had rathly fol- 


lawedthe Princes part againſt King Henry che third :; which 
yet wereabſolued by him, partly by eifts & preſents,and part- 


ly becauſe he was conſtrained vato a qyicke caniportaripre to 
the Popeof Rome. 

Being then created Pope of Rome, he tooke incontinently 
his way towardes Viterbe , and ſought to bring into /rahe the 
pe.

T his Pope anſwered the Embaſſadors,that he would never 
ardon Lews,ynleſle firſt he confeſſed all his errorsand here- 
fies,and diſmiſſed himſelfe of the Imperial dignitie,& put into 
his hands, himſelfe, his children, and all his goods, and thar he 
would promiſe to take nothing of all thoſe things, bur by his 
conſent, And he gaue a Formularic ynto the Embaſladors,and 

commaunded them to preſcntit vnto Lewes. |

Lewis ſhewed this Formularie to the Princes, to the Elec- 
cors, and tothe Embaſſadors of the Imperiall Townes, The 
Princes dereſted ſome of the Articles , for that they were laid 
by the Pope to the ruine and deſtruRion of the Empire : and 
they promiſed the Emperourſuccours if hee would defend the 
rights of the Empire, as hee had done before : yer they pray ed

{adors returned without doing any thing.

pay it, Others that they would not pay it: and ſo was there a 
ſchilmein the Churchesof Almazrgne.

The Emperour Charles ſought to Aretch out the limits of 
his kinzdome of Boheme, partly by filuer, and partly by warres 
and other meanes: whichwas cauſe thar he gaue to John Henr 
his brother, the Countrey of orauia, to the end he might re- 
nounce the ii hc he hadin the kinzdome of Boheme.Loas time 
after he alſo cauſed the Princes Electors. to ciect Wencelans his 
ſonne King of the Romanes. Finally, after many requeſts hee 
obtained that he demaunded,the yeare of grace [376.ani gai- 
ncd the Princes which ele&ted Wence/aus Kins of Romanes, 
being but 15, yearesofage. After his coronation he eſpouſed 
Thebanne or lane daug hter of Albert, Counte of Holland, and 
Duke of Bamere. But the yeare folloiving Chares dyed, which 
was the yeare of grace 1 378. and of his Empire 23. Hee was 
an Emperour worthie of praiſe, ſauing that heregarded more 
rs ns of Boheme, then the pub'ike wea eof his Em- 
pire. For knowing his Sonne ſhould ſucceede him in the 
Empire, hee corrupted the Eleftors| by great and faire pro- 
miles, the which being nor able to accompliſh, hee oaved 
vato thcm the publike raxes and tributes, and brouzht the 
Romane Empire into that calamitie wherein it is at this day. 
For the El-&ors retaine that vato themlelues which ſhould 
be the Emperours.

impriſoned in Auſtriche, bur eſcaping our of priſon,he returned 
into his kingdome, and returned to his firſt manners. The Elece 
tors of the Empire often admoniſhed him, but hee cared nor, 
therefore he was depriued of his Empire at Sopard. 

- Baiazet fourth King or Emperour ofthe Turks,the ſonne 
of Amwrathes ; after the death of his Father , ſlewe his brother 


Solimantraitcrouſly , and fo alone enioyed the Fmpire of the

He promoted vato the dignitic of a Cardinall before all 
others,one called Peter de Ruere,one of the ſame order and Na- 
tion,and had bene nouriſhed from his Infancie with a brother 
of his called Hicrome : although it ſeemed this man was borne 
fooliſhly to ſpend money. For in ewo ycarcs that he liued af 
ter,he conſamed in all diſfolution and violence, the ſumme of 
200000. Skutes, beſides many debts he left. 

Tohn Textor in his Officme makes mention of this Cardinal], 
and ſaith, that in two yeares he (ſpent in diſſolutions, vanities, 
and incredible luxurie,zooooo, skutes. 

The yeare 14,75. a Citizen of Tre»t,loſtin the weeke be- 
fore Eaſter,commonly called the paſlion weeke, a childe of 
two ycares olde, And hauing ſouzht him throuzh all ſtreetes 
in the Towne,andnot finding him, he ſuſpeed he was carried 


away by the Iewes which inhabited there. Wherefore he got 


. himcowards the Magiſtrate, making great ſorrow and deliue- 
ring his ſuſpitions. The Sunday following the Iewes told the 
Biſhop that they had found achilde berwixte the floud called 
R#/ch and the houſe of Samue/, a lew which the force of the 
water had calt vp there.

Although inthe time of the Emperor Herr the ſeucnth, 
the Florentines-receiued Robert King of Naples to bee their 
ProteRor to reſiſt the Grbelins or [mperialiftes, (fo much hated 
they the Emperours of e/maine) yet about this time { o/me 
by ſurname AZearces, flounſhed in that Towne in great pre« 


heminence,prudence,and authoritie : and was held as a Prince 


and chiefe of the Towne. 

Heled the Scnateat his pleaſuregihriched the poore Citi- 
Zens,builded many placcs,for more ang more to maintaine his 
authoritic. 1 

But after that Co/tve was dead inthe yeare 14.64. hceleft 
a ſonne called Peter,who alſo was mightie in the Towne. Vn- 
to whom ſucceeded in the adminiſtration of the Common- 
wealth Lawrence ae Meaices his ſon: who with his brother «= 
Han augmentcd the Scignorie of Florexce, And becaule this 
oreatly diſpleaſed certaine Biſhops, 'Cardinalls, and other 
Lords,they made a conſpiracie together, and came to Florence 


the yeare 1478. which with one of the nobleſt of the Towne 
called Franci/quinrs de pattis, diſlembling their hatredentred 

mto.the Tmple : and as they lifted yp the Hoſt they Nlewe 
Iuhan,and wounded Lawrence,who eſcaped their hands, But 
the MalefaQors thought they had done an a ereatly plea- 
fing tothe Citizens.to recouer libertie, but they were ger 
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ned: for they were all taken, and neither Prieſt norBiſhop 
pardoned, LD 
 Frodeſque Salnat Archbiſhop of Pi/e,who ſaid the Maſle, 
was giuento the [laughter-man and hanged atan high window 
in his habit : for hee had ſung Maſle in his coate of Male. 
The Pope being gricucd at theſe dooings, excommunicated 
Lawrence de HMedices , and (tird vp Ferdinand king of Sicihie, 
eAlphonſ/uu Duke of Calabria; and Frederic Duke of Urbin, a- 
eainſt the Fjorentines to be reuenged of them. Bur Lawrence 
ſecing he was not puiſſant enough to ſuſtaine ſuch enemies, 
by the conſent of the Citizens got him to a ſhippe, and ſe. 
ccetly came into S:crie ro the King Ferainand himſelfe, and 
romiſed him-tribute if he and his would leave that enterpriſe 
Sas at the Popes inſtance. Which was done,& the towne 
with all thecountrie by that meanes was deliucred from the de- 
{trutionof the enemies.

The King ſentthe ſaid ſupplication rothe Legatc, and the 

day after allembled the Parlament in the place where the king 
and the Queene,with the Cardinall Legate were ſet. And the 
Chancelor roſe vp, & with great reuerence & an high voice vt- 
tered the refolutio made by tne Lords of the Parliament, pray- 
inginthenameofall,that they wold accept the ſupplicato writ- 
ten in Latin tonoue,ſhut & ſealed by the ſaid Chancellor.

On "Thurſday the 16. day of May of this yeare, there hap-

{cripture proceed not, but by force and commaundement.

Gignes before his death. One of his houſes (he had two in Baſil) 
was burned with fire of lightning : and the other which he had. 
ſumptuouſly builded in the Medowes, was alſo conſumed by 
fire,and all his pretious moucables which were therin: & ſoone 
after, the chamber floores of his houſe where he made his reſi- 
dence,fell downe ſuddenly : yer they ſay, nothing hapned vn- 
to him more intollerable to bearebeforehis death then this, 
that one of authoritie in baſe eLamene,cameto the Towne of 
Befil, and Danid George knew. well .thatby litle and litle hee 


ſhould bediſcoucred.

dained no ſuch company of | people as were necellary for the. 
defence of ſucha place. 

And although in that number ther were ſome yaliant 
and wel experimentedin Armes: yet for as much as they were 
accompanied with ſuch as had no knowledge therein, and were: 
il maintained, yea pined away with famine and diſcalces; be. 
fore they would abide the caemies furie,they withdrew them- 
ſclues with the [auage people. Therefore was it ealie for the e- 
nemies to enioy that Caltle which had beene builded ar the 
charges of the king of Fraxce, and with the (iveat-and trauel of 
many good people: and the Artillery marked with the Armes. 
of France,with certaine munitions of warre tranſported to Liſ- | 
bone, the principall Towne of Portugal, inatrophee and tii- 
umph of the viRtorie, The French rearing to land,receucd the 
cruel yoakeof that ſauage people,liuing withone any forme of 
Religion : a ſad and lamentable thing to rehearle. 

By all Hiitories,as well auncient as moderne, we may b! tne

Ferdinand, 1. of that name,ſucceeded him,& was cofecrated 
Emperor in the towne of Francfort vpon Mein, by the Eleftors 
2nd Princes of Al/maine,with the accuſtomed (olemnities, 
After great and continuall warres by the ſpace of 9. yeates, 
at the inſtigation and by the praQtiles and meanes of Popes, 
Tohn Maria de Monte,lurnamed [ni the third, and his fuccel- 
ſors and adherents, as well in /tatie, Piemont, eAlmaine , and 
France,as in the lowe Countries of F/anunatrs,.Artow,and Lore 


raine, by the Spaniards and French. Finally, there happening 


great vitorics and priſes one'vpon an other,to the ouerthrow 
and totall oppreſſion of people and ſubeRs;the third of Aprill, 
155 9. aftcr Faſter,at a Caſtle in Cambre/is, there was a peace 


concluded betwixr Hezry the ſecond of that name , King of 


France , and Phillip King of Spaine : wherein they promiſed, 
toyceld one to an other, the landes that were lately conque- 


red. They alſo compounded and agrecdofall other contro- 


uerſies and differances in regard of the Kingdomes of Nap/es 
and Sici/e, and of the Duchie of CHil/aime : vpon condition of 
the marriage of the ſaid P4/1p,with the eldeſt daughter of Hen- 
ry : which lands ſhould appertaine to the children comming 
of that marriage. LES 
By the ſame treatic of peace,there was yeelded vnto Ema- 

uel Philibert,the Duchie of Saxoy,and the principalitie of Pie- 

2:0ut,which the French had held from his father & him, more 

then 24- yeares, by the meanes of a martiage betwixt him 

and Dame /dargarite,dauvghter of king Franca.the firit of thar 
name, and thealone (ifterof Henry: reſcruing certaine ſtrong 
places in the ſaid Pierort for a certaine time. 

I heyeare I55 9. the fift of March,the ſonnes,the ſonnes 
in lawe,and all the family of the dead Daxid George, (of whom 
we haue ſpoken before) ſome alſo which were nor of his fami- 
ly, but adherent vnto his Se, were adioyned before the Se 
nate of Baſil: after information taken of the pernitions Set 
which the ſaid Damid George had alwaies held whuleſt he liued. 
The Advower declared vnto them, that rhe Seigniorie 


was dulye enformed, that they withdree themſelues joro 
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the Caſtle of Binmngen, nor as they which were perſecuted for 
the Goſpell, (as they falſly (aid) ; but for the Scett of Dama, 
wherewith they were alreadie ſpotted Eleuen were appointed 
priſoners, out of them to draw the truth, The moſt part exa- 
mined by theſtraightelt Inquiſition,conteſled the eruth af the 
matter : which finally obtained pardon. 
_Thefult of May the Minilters Rector, profeſſors and 
Maiſters of the Vaiuerfitic of Baſl,having all with one vayce 
condemned the poynts of doQrine.profeiled by Damid George: 
the Senate beeing fully informed of all, proceeded the I 3. of 
May, to the indyting and condemning of Damid George : that 
bs, that all his writings, as full of impietie and morcall poyſon, 
alſo his body or his bones, and a]l that winch remained in his 
graue,ſhould be burnt, with his Image which was foundin his 
houſe, liucly repreſenting him: and that generally all the goods. 
of ſo wicked a man , in what p'ace (ocuer they were found, 
ſhould be confiſcated and adiudged vato the Seignorie. This 
ſentence was proclaimed according to the cuſtome of the place: 
and all the forme of lawe,and of the ordinances ofthe Towne, 
was obſerucd inthe execution thereof. 
The life, maners, and death of ſuch pernicious men,admoniſh 
v1 to watch auigently leaff being acceiued with any beautifull 
appearance,we allow not exill for good, ana comrary: and [0 
Hallinto the ſnares of the diuell, 

A peace(as hath bene ſaid) being concluded vetwixe Henry. 
King of France, and Phillip King of Ppame;the enemies of the 
Golpell rooke their oppo:tunitte-to perfecute ſuch as they 
called Lutherans, Commulli>ns were diſpatched to go through 
all the Prouinces of France, to attend while the conditions of 
peace were accompliſhed. | | 

King Henry by his Letters Patents on the ſecond of Tune, 
ſent roa | Bailiftes and Stewards, ro aide the ſaid Commullio- 
nets: with power toallemble (as they call them) ban and arri- 
erban:thatis as [take it we vle to ſay,tag &rag : and the Pro- 
uſt Marſhals and their Archers, ſtraightly forbidding the ſpa- 
r10g of any,cither viing any diflimulation or winking at any : 


otherwaſc that they chemfelues ſhould be fuſt puniſhed, _ 


The Cardinallof Lorraine charged a AEM number ofthe 
Councelloutrs 0+ the Parliament of Parw to be fauourers of he- 
retickes : And this was vpon the occalian of adelwerance they 
made of ccrtatze priſoners for the Goſpell, by a ſample baniſh. 
ment out of the kingdome. And did ( much that the /ercu.- 
riall was held at the inſtance of the kings Proctor general,wher- 
in a great part ofthe Councellours were of aduiſe, that by an 
holy and tree Councellall matters of Religion ſhould be reme- 
Eadogbics then by perſecutions. _ 

Thc King Henry being at this Parlamentzand having heard 
Anne de Bourge Councellour reaſoning,cauſed him to be ſtaied 
priſoner, with other Councellors: And the 19. of lunca Con- 
wnction was direfted to cercaine Iudges to rtake theis proces. 

During the marriage Feaſtes of the dauy heers of Fraxnce, 
and che laſt of Iunc Kin g Henry imploied tumſelfeall that mor- 
ning in the examinations of,as well Prelidents as Councellors 
of the ſaid Parliament, and other priſoners and their compani- 
ons which were charged with the like dotrine. When he had 
dined, becauſe he was one of the ſuſtenants ar the ſolemn Tur- 
ney which was made in the ſtreere of Saint Anthome, he ente- 
red into che Liſtes : And after hee had broken good ſtore of 
ſtaues as brauely as was pollible (as he was cunning, anda vali- 
ant manat Armes) running azainlt Contgommery, the ſonne 
of Captaine Lorges,a ſtronz Souldier they encountred ſo rude- 
ly, that burſting their Launces , the King was attatned witha 
counter blo wela right inthe vizard,that the ſhivers entred in- 
to his head: and the blowe was as ſuddaine as violent, ſo that 
his braines were wholly aſtoniſhed, withour finding cither ſuc= 
cour or comtort: And wlufocucy: any could doo with ſen- 
ding Phiſituans and Surgions on all fides, yea from Brabant 
by King Php,northing profited : Inſomuch thar elcuen dayes- 
after,namely the 10. of luly, I 5 5 9, he expired and finiſhed 
his dayes in great dolour, hauing raigncd 12 .Yeares, three mo- 


neths,and ten dayes.

Hauing gathered Gow liven Hiſtories of our time, a ſort

In the beginning of his kingdom the Churches of his realme 
floriſhed vnder the croſſe, hauine the fauour of certain Princes 
and great Lords: yetin ſuch ſort as the faithfull endured much 
in ſundry places that ſame yeare 1559. The Church of Pars 
was one of the chicfe: bur it was exceedingly moleſted by ſJan- 
ders and ſubornations of certaine Iudges, and eſpecially of an 
Inquiſitor called Demechares,they were charged, & the T hurf- 
day before Eaſter they procured a great aſlembly of men, we- 
men & mayds about midnight, where after they had preached, 
catenacochonin licuof the paſchall Lamb,& the lamp which 
gaue them light pur out,cuery one committed wickednes with 
other.

Ab-ut an 100, yeares ago,that Ferdinand and [/abelle,kings 
of Caſtue,cltablrſhed thar Inquiſition againſt che lewes, which 
afrer baptiſme kept their cerimomes,Certaine yeares afrer,the 
Monkes allailed by the dorine of the Goipe!l, did ſo much, 
that it was couerted & practiſed, eſpecially againſt ſuch as they 
could diſconer to be neuer (o licle aduerſaries of the Romuth tra- 
ditions, For the hetcer eſtabliſhing of this eyranmie,and to hit 
it vpaboue the King and che Councell at Spaize, the Spaniſh 
Theologians made the belicu: that the holy Inquiſitiocould noe 
erte: and for the excraſe thereof they had Iuizes & officers 11 
the molt part of che Townes of che r:a/me, which alwates had 
8 watchful eye to bridle all the world. Bur ordinarily they cſpi=

man durſt ſoliicite nor ſpeake for the priſoners. If the Father 
ſhewed to haueany care oft his childe, hee was (traight impriſo« 
_ ned as a fauourer of hereſie,, No perſon could haue acceſle to 
any priſoner which was in any dungeon or other obſcure place? 
neither might hee write : but beſides the miſery and horror of 
the priſon, the priſoners endureda thouſand outrages and me- 
- Naces, and after blowes with whips, and digers other the grea- 
ecſt inturies that can be 1magined. Sometimes they are ſuffered 
to eſcape by infamy , and from {ome high place they are ſhew- 
_ ed vnto the peopic. During their impriſonment; therr proceſſes 
and their Inditements goe not forward in courſe of lawe : (and 
for ordinarily a priſoner ſhall be (o kept vp & tormented, two, 
three, or foure yeares) and if there be any thing done therein, 
there are none but the Inquiſitors, their officers and executio- 
ners, thar know any newes of them. After one hath tortured 
and beaten them the ſpace of many moneths, he that will haue 
bis life, he mult divine and gelle athis accuſor, If then the ac- 
_ cuſed candimne the name of his accuſors, and whatis the ac- 
culation, in firmely and [trongly denying that which is impo- 
ſed and laid to his charge,and after great protcſtations, tobe an 
hartic and a very affetioned ſeruant and ſubicRof the Pope- 
dome, his life being ſo ſaucd : yet he is not thereby ſet at liber- 
tie,but after hauing endured infinit pouerties & miſeric(which 
they call their penance) they are let goe, bur yer in ſuch ſort as 
rhey make him weare a kinde of coate of yealow colour, cali\ed 
Sambento , which is a publike infamy vneo him and all his race, 
Bur it contrary the priſoner bean I] diviner, after divers tor- 
cures he 15 condemned and cruelly burne.

el,many Lords, Gentlemen and Capraines,which had alwaies 
_ borne Armes againſt the Catholicke Romanes , came to the 
 Courtabouit that marriage,at the kings requeſt. This marriage 
hauing bin ſolewnized vpon Monday, the 18. of Auguſt, the 
Friday following che Admirall was grieuouſly wounded with 
the blowe of an Hargabuſh, ſhot out of a certaine window, 
by a man then not ſufficiently knowne,called Afawrenel,a wie 
ped murderer, yea one ofthe moſt exccrableſt manquellers of 
the world : who afterward by the iuſt judgewent of God, 
loſt the ſame arwe with which he gaue that deteſtable blowe. 
 Thedunday following, the Admirall was moſt eraitoroufly 
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laine ſn his chamber, and caft dead out of the windowes vpon 
the paucment : where he was knowne of Henry Duke of Gui/e. 
Aftcr,chey ruſhed vpon the other Lords, Gentlemen & Cap- 
taines, which were ſJaine alſo: ſome within the Caſtle de Low- 
wine,others without, This was done betrmesin the morning, 
All that day and morning was cmploycd by ſuch as they cat! 
Catholicke Romanes,in ſleying men and women of rhe R eli- 
gjon,many, not ſparing women bigge wich childe, nonor litle 
children. They continued this the dayes following, but notin 
ſo great number , becauſe rhe murderers found not any more 
roſlcy. The day of the wounding, andthe Sunday, the King 
diſpatched Letters expreſly vnto the Gouernours of the Pro- 
uinces, whereby he aducrtiſed them, that that diſorder hapned 
beſides his knowledge, and to his great griefe, by the praQtiſes 
and enmities of the houſe of Gw/e, and that he determined to 
take good order thereforc; inthe meane time, hee would that 
his Edit of pacification ſhould in each point be maintained: - 
Briefly, he impured the Admiralls wounding and death(whom 
in the ſaid Lececrs he call-d his CoufinPto the particular qua- 
rels of the houſes of Chaſirllon, and Gwiſe. But meer contrary, 
on churſday the 28. hee declared and cauſed to be publiſhed, 
that that maſſacreand horrible murder had beene done by his 
expreſſe commaundement, and to preuent a conſpiration of 
the Admirall and his partakers : wherof notwithſtanding net- 
ther he nor his Councellors made it appeare , nor could pro- 
duce any profit, although it was much prooucd and defiredof 
many. Whileſt great and litle were thus hungring and thir- 
ſting after innocene bloud,the ſame Sunday the 24. of Auguſt, 
certain Priefts by Art madea great Thorw-tree inthe church- 
yard of S. Innocent flouriſh at noonertime of the day,and cryed, 
a myracle,a myrac'e. T hisenereated the rage of the people a- 
gamft them of the Religion.”

King Henrythe third was ſacred at Remmes the fif- 
tecnth day of February, and eſpowſed ſoone after Lowy/e, the 
daughter of Necho/as Count de UVandemont in Lorraine : So thar 
then and after, there was nothing in the Court of France bur 

altimes, ſuch, as thereislelle euil to conceale, then profit to 
deſcribe.In the mean while warre continued in Zargaeadoc, well 
for the aduantage of them of the Religio, being aſliſted of the 
Marſhall de Danwile their confederate,vnto which part many 
enclined and ioyncd themſelues daily. In the moneth of April 
a negotiation and parlcy was made at Paris, berwixt the Kings 
Councel| and the Deputies of Churches & the Pohrihes,with- 
out any concluſion. But contrary the warre waxed hotin Dans 
phine & Languedec with loſe on both ſides: but they of the re- 
ligion were the ſtronger. And ſince weare ypon that point, we 
will ſer downe inthis preſent Article that which was done in 
France during this yeare 1 5 7 5. worthy of note, in few words, 
Abourthe end of April the Duke 4/zes belteged Bass,alitle 
Towne vpon Rho/re,and got the Towne: butthey ofthe Re- 
ligion which held the two Caſtles, conſtrained him to forſake 
«after he had loſt many of his people. To reuenge himſelfe he 
burnt a part of the Towne, and conrinued after ſuch ſackings 
and deftrutions,that he became very odious: In the month of _

be knowneby that figne: and in Proxerce they of the Religion 
held certaine places,as Riez, LourmarinSiena,and others, ſome 
of which ſoone after were taken out of theirhands.

Le fewr de Lodignie» 
res ordained Chieftain of the troupes of Dauphme, inthe place 
of Monbrun, gauc order for the attaires at the beginning of 
Auguſt, andrtouke many places, | 

V pon theſe ations,and the ſixteenth day of September, 
Frances Duke d' Alencon, and brother vnto the King,conueyed 
himſclfe ſecretly in the night from the Court then at Pars, 
wherevpon came brutes and diſcqurſcs marueilous ſtraunge 
and dwuers, T wo dayes after his retraite, hee publiſhed by 
writing the cauſes thercof, declaring that hee meant to pro- 
cure a good p:ace and reformation/in France. Hee writ vnto 
che Princes and Lordes of the Religion, to the Churches , to 
the Marſhall Dan«il, and to the Polrikes, vnto the ſame end; 
Inſomuch that cach one aſlured himſelfe ſoenc tolec goodly 
things, and there r:mained but verie fewe which feared any

The King,the Queene mother, and their Counce!l, were 
ereatly troubled, asif all had beene loſt by theretrair of the

and yet without any exployt of warre, T hey madeflica re- 
port of ſouldters from e{imaine and Swuewia, yer none centred 
France during that fourth warre to do ſeruice vnto the King, 
whoin the meane while demaunded (iluer of his Townes, and 
for the reſt hee bore himſelfe, as if there had beene no appea- 
rance of warre. His mother in the meanc time got her towards

the King accordedthem 5 whileſt the Prince of Conde levied 
pcoplein Snrſeriand;and the Armie of e/maime whereof was 
the Captaine the Duke Caſ/imere, marched, compoſed of ten 
thouſand horſemen, fixe thouſand Suifſers, ewo thouſande 
_ Laofquenets, three thouſand French menand Wallons, ſixe 
great battering p.eces, and ſixteen field peeces, The 22. of 
December the Prince of Conde publiſhed in writing the cau- 
ſes wherefore hee brought that Armie into Fraxce, in divers 
' /places whereof in the meane while were courſes and taking of 
Townes, with notable happes and chaunges, referued vnts 


the zenerall Hiſtorie of our time.

ter the Apoſtles had continued to build ypon the foundation 


which they had laid,the Church had remained in his farſt ſpiri- 
euall ſplendor and brightneſle: the ſ1mplicitie then being (uch 
and ſo preatin doctrine, in the maner of teaching, and in cerc= 
monies, that the ſheepheards and ſheepe, were altogether cli- 
uated vnto the heanenly Father through Ieſus Chrift; liuing 
moreouer in ſuch charitie & concord, as truly this world might 
be well called the goldzn world. Foralthough that in the A- 
poltlestime and their next ſucceſſors, there roſe vp certaine 
mutinous perſons to trouble the happie reſt of the Chutrch,chis 
hurt not much, the maicſtic of the ſpirit of God diſcoucrivg it 
ſelfe in ſuch ſort in the preaching of the Goſpell , chat all the 
world was conſtrained to acknowledge in this infirmitie of 
the ſeruants of God , an admirable efficacie, to bing all wiſe- 
dome and humane power captiue vnder the obedience of Ieſus 
Chriſt.True it is,that alreadie Sathan thought vps6 his affaires, 
and brought forth his praQſes with greater force then cuer be- 
fore, building his Sinagegue nigh vnto the Church. For euen 
when the Apoſtles themſelves liued,certaine Iewes and Gen- 
tiles making the ſame profeſſ1an of Chriſtianiime , fought a- 
gainſt Jeſus Chriſt in diuers maners,as S. Pax! his Epiſtles doo 
witneſſe. And whar diligence ſoeuer the ſeruants of God vicd 
ro eradicate and root out the tares which the enemie did ſowe: 
yet remained there the ſcedes thereof in the boſome of the 
Church during the periodes following: God meaning to hum- 
ble his, andto ſhewe them that truly they had and would al- 
waics haue cauſe to fightin this life, bur that the triumph cher- 
of was reſcrued forthe other world. For as for the ſtrength of 
the perſecutors ſince the Apoſtles time, it hath alwaies ſhews 
ed it true, that thebloud-of the Martyrs is the ſeede of the

Bur let this be ſaid in a word , onely to awake the Reader 
and to preparc him to a di}}gent meditation of the Ecclefiaſti-

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c:'! hiſtorie.Now ſomething is to be ſaid of the ſecond periode Ofthefecond 
of the firſt ceime.
